With Ezra Meeker, 93 years old, 
Oregon trail pioneer, as a passen- 
ger, Lieut. Oakley Kelly, U. S. A.. 


hopped off here at 7:30 o'clock 
this morning for Cheyenne, Wyo., 
en route to Dayton, O. In the early 
days Meeker traveled the route by 
ox team that he is now going over 
by airplane. The plane reached 
here late yesterday from Van- 
couver, Wash. 


Meeker, last of the Oregon Trail 
pioneers, has clung most tens 
clously to the traditions of the past 
in which he personally has figured. 
Almost three-quarters of a cen 
tury ago he and his bride made the 
long journey from the Middle West 
to the Pacific Northwest by ox 
wagon, and the nonogenarian of 
today takes delight in reliving in 
memory the days when he was 21, 
and in spreading information 
about those days to 4he jazzy 
world of the present. He has writ- 
ten and published several books 
about pioneer times, which are 
valuable as historical documents. 
In his middle life Meeker was a 


rich man. having made a fortune 
at growing and selling hops. An-

nually, for many years. he made 
a trip to Europe to di®pose of his 
surplus. He became known both 
in Europe and the United States 
as “the Hops King.” * His hop 
fields in Washington Territory 
comprised hundreds of, acres, and 
many tourists turned aside from 
the main-traveled roads to visit the 
Meeker plant,“ where the raw ma- 
terial for beer and other ‘ght 
drinks was grown on a wholesale 
plan. 

It was Ezra Meeker who placed 
markers along the Oregon Trail, 
driving eastward by ox team over 
the route by which he had gone 
westward more than 60 years 
earlier. He used the same wagon 
that he drove as in pioneer days, 
but the oxen were new to the route. 
Meeker drove through. St. Louis 
and Washington and continued on 
to New York City. He was arrest- 
ed in the metropolis for, driving 
“cattle” through the streets with- 
out a permit. The cattle were at- 
tached to his ancient wagon. 
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NOTARY’S FEE OF 
775,000,000 MARKS 
IS PRESENTED HERE 


Charged Heirs in Germany to 
$25,000 Estate in St. Louis 
for Certifying Claim. 


A fee of 175,000,000 marks was 
charged German heirs of Charles 
Haase, a former St. Louis carriage 
manufacturer, to receive bequests 
totaling $25,000. The marks were 
in payment of notary service in 
Germany for necessary legal papers 
em powering Attorney Walter 
Diehm of this city .to collect the 
legacies for the foreign beneficia- 


ries. 

Today Diehm exhibited his au- 
thority to Probate Judge Holtkamp, 
after which, on approval by the 


court, the executor of Haase’s es- 
tate turned .over a check to him 


covering the full amount due his 


elients. It will be forwarded to 
Germany and divided among 14 
beneficiaries, consisting of a sister, 
nieces and nephews’ of the testa- 
tor. Diehm would not attempt to 
appraise the present value of the 
marks represented on the notary 
documents as compared with Untt- 
ed States money but said that 
usually such fees ranged from 
$2.50 to $6. However, a mathe- 
matical wizard figured it cost 
one-fortieth of a cent in our meney. 


Haase, who wes a widower, dicd 
Sept. 4, 1923, at his home, 1444 
Goodfellow avenue, at the age of 82 
years. Besides the bequests to 
German relatives, he made other 
specific bequests totaiing $7000 and 
then gave the residue of his prop- 
erty to Mrs. Mary E. Norton, widow 
of J. W. Norton. His estate was 
inventoried at $55,000.

BANKER FOUNDER 


Objects Outlined as Educa- 
tional, Political, Chari- 
table, Religious and Eco- 


nomic.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 2.—Like 
a dusky shadow of the K. K. K., 
the C. C. C. has arisen here. 
Colored Christian Citizens is the 
name of a new order, with head- 
quarters in Louisville, whose found- 
er is talking of it in national terms. 
“Male, Christian, native-born col- 
ored citizens,” from the age of 18 
upward, are being invited to join 


the C. C. C. The candidate makes 
a $5 “donation” and pays besides 
for a red, white and blue robe 
and red cap, but no hood or mask. 
Membership is secret, to the extent 
that no one is to make known the 
name of another member, though 
he may admit his own connection 
with the order. 

These features, and the propaga- 
tion plan of field directors, paid 
from the ‘‘donations” of applicants, 
differ little from the plan which 
has built up the membership and 
the political power of the Ku Klux 
Klan. -But the C. C. C. is designed 
to go a step beyond the K. K. K.. 
and to vote its members @penly in 
solid blocks, under a unit rule like 


that of a party caucus. 


Pledged to Unit Rule. 


“Each applicant for member- 


ship,” says an official prospectus 
ot the C. C. C., 


“agrees, and on his 
initiation ig obligated, to the policy 
of unit voting, in suppo#t of the 
candidates agreed upon by the ma- 
jority ballot of his local council. 
After free discussion, the members 
of the order are ready and glad 
to unitedly support the choice of 
its majority membership.” This, it 
is offiically explained, means na- 
tional as well as local and state 
candidates. 

If the C. C. C. grows and spreads 
—for, despite capacious claims, 
there is little evidence now of any- 
thing more than a small local be- 
ginning — Republican candidates 
and managers will have a new wor- 
ry in their effort to line up the ne- 
gro vote. If it does not grow and 
spread, it will be just another ne- 
gro secret society, and probably 
will not long be even that, for it 
has not the sick and death benefit 
features of the older organizations. 


Negro a Ready Joiner. 

The klan has thriven, in a white 
constituency, without competing 
with other fraternal bodies, or 
duplicating their benefit features. 
It is still to be seen whether the 
negro, notoriously a ready joiner, 
will respond to an appeal which is 
similar in several ways to that of 
the klan. 

Here it should be said that the 
founder of the C. C. C. deprecates 
any comparison between it and the 
klan, and insists that he is neither 
copying the klan nor fighting it. 

The first disclaimer can hardly 
be allowed, for there is a similari- 
ty too great to be set down to co- 
incidence. As to the second, it 
clearly would be imprudent for a 
negro organization to announce a 
klan-fighting program. Such an 
announcement, if taken seriously, 
would tend to strengthen the klan, 
and to facilitate the work, now not 
always easy, of getting new mem- 
bers to make up the large defec- 
tions. 

New Orders Regalia. 

Another question has been raised 
by persons’ who are asking where 
the new negro organization ie to 
get its regalia, and there have 
been intimations that a group of 
known klansmen, who recently in- 
corporated a regalia concern with 
headquarters at Lexington, might 
find a market for their product 
with the C. C. C. 

No verification of this report has 
been obtained either at Lexington 
or here, and it is stated here that 
negro concerns in that line of bust- 
ness art to have first chance at sup- 
plying the rather gorgeous regalia 
of the new order. If white firms 
are also patronized, it was stated, 
their prices and quality of goods, 
rather than the klan or nonklan 
connections of their members, will 
be chiefly considered. 

Negro Banker Founder. 

The founder and head of the C. 
C. C. is William H. Wright, negro 
bank president, and head of a real- 
ty company and a building and 
loan association. He is 47 years 
old, and came up from Alabama, 
working his way through the law

8 BODIES RECOVERED FROM 
GERMAN RAILROAD WRECK 


Soldiers and Firemen Working to 
Clear Debris of Mayence 
Tunnel Crash. 


MAYENCE, Germany, Oct. 24— 
Eight bodies have been recovered 
from the railway tunnel near here 
where a local train and the May- 


ence-Mannheim express met in a 
rear-end collision yesterday. 

Thirty-five injured persons have 
been found, and it is expected that 
the number of casualties will in- 
crease as the rescue work pro- 
ceeds. Troops from Mayence and 
firemen sent by the French min- 
tary authorities are working to 
clear away the debris and to find 
whether there are any persons 
buried under it. 

The collision is believed to have 
been caused by the failure of the 
block system and by a signalman’s 
misunderstanding of a telephone 
message.

Commissioner Landis Gives

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—Bribery 


and corruption once again have cut 
deeply into baseball. 

Jimmy O'Connell, outfielder of 
the New York Giants, who cost 
$75,000, and Cozy Dolan, one of 
the Giants’ coaches, were found 
guilty, yesterday, by Commissioner 
Landis of offering $500 to Heinie 
Sand, shortstop of the Philadel- 
Phia National League Club, to 
throw that all-important game last 


Saturday, when the Giants clinched 
the National League pennant, after 
a long, bitter fight with the Pitts- 
burg Pirates and the Brooklyn 
Robins. 

Sand refused the offer and re- 
ported the matter at once to Ar- 
thur Fletcher, manager ot the 
Phillies, who preferred charges 
against O'Connell to Landis. 

Full Oonfession by O'Connell. 

An investigation was instituted, 
in which John A. Heydler, presi- 
cent of the National League, and 
officials of the New York club took 
part, and it ended last evening 
when O’Connell .made a full con- 
fession. 

Dolan’s evidence in his own be- 
half, when implicated. by O’Con- 
nell, was of such a kind that it 
was not acceptable, and so he and 
the outfielder were both declared 
ineligible. to participate in the 
world series games with the Wash- 
ington Americans, which means 
that they were thrown out of base- 
ball. 

O'Connell sought 
Frank Frisch, Ross Young 
and George Kelly, but they were 
held guiltless by Landis after a 
full investigation. 

Statement by Landis. 

The statement isaued at 11 
o’clock last night at the Waldortf- 
Astoria by baseball's high commis- 
stoner follows: 

“Player O'Connell and Coach 
Dolan of the New York Natiénal 
Baseball Club have today been 
placed on the ineligible list. This 
action was taken by the commis- 
sioner on evidence furnished by the 
confession of O'Connell and the 
testimony of Dolan. 

“It appeared that on Saturday, 
Sept. 27, O’Connell offered Player 
Sand of the Philadelphia Nationals 
$500 to throw the game, which 
Sand) refused and promptly re- 
ported to Manager Fletcher. This 
was followed by the commissioner's 
investigation, in co-operation with 
President Heydler and officials of 
the New York club, which resulted 
in O'Connell's confession, placing 
the responsibility of instigating the 
scheme on Dolan, whose testimony 
in his own behalf was of such a 
character as to be unacceptable. 

“O’Connell’s confession sought to 
implicate players Frisch, Young 
and Kelly of the New York club, 
but their testimony, in the com- 
missioner’s opinion, was a clear 
refutation of the charge, which, 
standing alone, was exceedingly 


to implicate 


“The commissioner desires to ex- 
press his heartiest commendation 
of the action of player Sand.” 

O’Connell Helped Turn Tide. 

The Giants bought O'Connell 
from the San Francisco club of the 
Pacific Coast League three years 
ago for $75,000, but he did not 
come up to the expectations of Mc- 
Graw and for two years has been 
on the bench a large part of the 
time. 

When “Irish” Meusel fell off in 
his hitting five or six weeks ago, 
O'connell was pressed into service 
and in the first’ game of that last 
important series, with the Pitts- 
burg Pirates, Tuesday, Sept. 23, he 
batted a home run which 
turned the tide in favor of the 
Giants and practically broke the 
hearts of the Pirates, who were 
within easy striking distance of the 
pennant. 

It is now history. how the New 
York team won three straight from 
Pittsburg, but still had such a nar- 
row lead over Brooklyn that the 
concluding games with the Phillies 
were all important.

him, and he surrendered 10 days 
after the bank had been closed.

testimony or closing arguments in 
this week's trials. 
Because the Court pronounced 
formal sentence on Meininger in 
the embezzlement case, the defense 
sought to prevent further trials 
while the appeal immediately taken 
in that case was pending. The Su- 
preme Court, first upholding the 
defense, finally upset an old pre- 
cedent to allow trials to proceed. 
Appeal Is Pending. 
That appeal of the first verdict 
is still pending, being docketed for 
argument in Division No. 2 of the 
Supreme Court Oct. 16. That date 
is little short of a year and a half 
after the belated conviction. Wen 
a final decision may be reached 
cannot be predicted. The Supreme 
Court may affirm or set aside a 
criminal verdict or order a new 
trial. Appeal may be taken from 
a division of that tribunal to the 
court en banc. 
Appeals to the Supreme Court 
were taken immediately in the two 
cases this week. Probably it will 
take 18 months or two years to 
get around to action on these ap- 
peals. 

However, the prosecution will 
proceed. “I’m satisfied,“ said Cir- 
cuit Attorney Sidener of St. Louls, 
commenting on the third convic- 
tion, and added: “I’m not through 
vet.“ 

There are 27 charges of assent 
to receipt of deposits in an insolv- 
ent bank remaining untried and 16 
charges of grand larceny and em- 
bezzlement. Each of these 43 cases, 
upon conviction, may result in an 
additional sentence of two to five 
years’ imprisonment. There is 
pending also an indictment for a 
misdemeanor, making a false re- 
port of the bank's condition. These 
cases have been continued to the 
November court term, starting Nov. 
17. 

The dishonesty of Donald W. 
Ross, who was put in charge of the 
Night and Day liquidation by the 
State Finance Department, has 
made it. appear virtually useless to 
try the embezzlement Gases, which 
were built around his findings. 
Ross is under two appealed prison 
sentences of five years each for 
embezzlement from the wreckage 
of the bank. 

Another question in the Meinin- 
ger case is based on his present 
resources, the question of how long 
he will be able to pay for bonds, 
appeals and lawyers. He had six 
lawyers here this week. His bonds 
aggregate $72,000-—-$65,000 in the 
untried cases, $3000 under the ap- 
peal in each assent case and $1000 
under the embezzlement appeal. 
Meininger, who is smil'ngly uncom- 
municative, has been residing with 
his mother and family in Maple- 
wood. He is not married. His per- 
sonal attorney said he “didn't 
know” whether Meininger had had 
any occupation since his forced re- 
tirement from banking. He is about 
36 years old, inclined to portliness 
and dresses well.

ESCAPED SLAYER 
READY 10 GIVE UP, 
LETTER STATES 


Gov. Hyde Gets Message 
Purporting to Be From 
Noble Shepard Who 
Broke Jail in 1896. 


. 


A letter purporting to be from 
Noble Shepard, who killed a man 
and a woman here, 30 years ago, 
and was sentenced to hang, hut es- 
caped from jail, was received by 
Gov. Hyde at Jefferson City today. 
It offered the murderer's surrender 
if he could escape the death pen- 
alty. 

No other word of Shepard had 
been received by the authorities 
since he escaped through a sewer 
in the old Four Courts Buildirg jail 
in 1896, except that his flight was 
traced short distance south on 
the Mississippi River. 

Th Governor, after telephoning 
the office of Chief of Police 
O’Brien to have the authenticity of 
the letter investigated, said he 
would make no promises of clem- 
ency, but suggested that Shepard 
surrender to the St. Louis police. 

“I will not make any advance 
promises of a communtation,” Gov. 
Hyde said, “as I do not know the 
circumstances of the case and dd 
not even know where Shepard may 
be reached, as he gave no address 
However, I suggest that he surren- 
der to the police and his case will 
be given full consideration if 
placed before me.“ 


The letter follows: 

“St. Louis,’ Oct. 1. 
“T escaped from the St. Louis jail 
in 1896 while under sentence of 
death for murder. I'm now old 
and feeble and will give myself up 
if you promise not to hang me. I'm 
willing to go to the penitentiary. 
Put a notice in the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, giving your promise, and 
I'll give myself up to anybody you 
mention in the notice. Yours truly, 

“NOBLE SHEPARD.” 


No street address was given. 


Shepard, who was a glass blow- 
er, became enamoured of one Liz- 
zie Leahy and killed Thomas Mor- 
ton, another admirer of the wom- 
an, then killed her. They. all 
dwelled in houseboats on the Mis- 
sissipp!i River here. 

Buried Body in Sand. 

The slayer buried Morton's body 
in the sand at the foot of Potomac 
street and ‘cut a houseboat adrift, 
bearing the woman's body. Her 
remains were found and Morton 
was suspected. A stray dog, nos- 
ing about the sind, directed a po- 
liceman’s attention to Morton's 
body and suspicion then turned to 
Shepard, who made no denial of 
the double crimé, when arrested. 

Instead, Shepard feigned insani- 
ty and frequently made public idi- 
otic jingles about his deed. He re- 
ceived no hearing on mentality, but 
was tried, convicted of murder and 
sentenced to hang. Two days be- 
fore he would have been placed 
under the death watch in the cell 
for the condemned he made his 
escape. With a saw he cut a plate 
at the back of a cell, crawled 
through the hole and then wriggled 
through an old sewer that was un- 
der repair. His tracks were traced 
over the top of an old scaffold in 
the jail yard, across the wall next 
to the morgue and to the sidewal 
Friends apparently aided his f 
ther movements on the river. Re- 
porters traced his flight as far as 
Penitentiary Landing, Monroe 
County, III.

HOOVER PROPOSES FEDERAL 
‘MARKETING BODY FOR FARMERS 


| Future of Industry Laden in 


| By the Associated Press, 
| MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 2 
i The future of marketing agricul- 
‘tural products lies in the larger 
development of co-operative pro- 
grams with the principal purpose 
| of eliminating waste, Herbert 
Hoover. Secretary of Commerce, 
‘declared in an address here last 
niht before an American Dairy 
Federation banquet given in con- 
nection with the sastional dairy 
show.

WHERE IS THE SPIRIT OF CRUSADE? 

In the campaign of 1912 the nation was moved by 
@ crusading spirit. A “stolen nomination,” popularly 
regarded as an issue, may have fired men’s emotions. 
But that nomination would not have been unpopu- 
lar had Mr. Taft, the candidate, himself been popular. 
It was his record and conduct which supplied the 
occasion for the rift in the party that precipitated 
the contest for delegates in the convention. 

This year there was no convention battle and, 
despite a third major candidate in the field, there is 
no crusading spirit. Yet there is far more cause 
for one than there was in 1912. The Taft admin- 
istration was featured by the passage of the in- 
iquitous Payne-Aldrich tariff Bill, by the Pinchot- 
Ballinger controversy over conservation, the czarism 
of Speaker Cannon in the House of Representatives 
and the complacency and inactivity of the President. 

What have we this year to match these issues? 
We have a tariff law, the highest in history, which 
is more iniquitous and extortionate than the Payne- 
Aldrich law. As compared with the PinchotBal- 
linger debate, which was a mere controversy 
over consérvation policies, we have the looting of 
the naval oll reserves through the corrupt conniy- 
ance of Secretary Fall and the leasing of thousands 
of acres of Indian reservation by the same official 
without authority of law. We have the forced resig- 
nation of the Secretary of the Navy for incompetence 
in connection with the same transactions. 

We have the revelation by a Senate committee 
that the Department of Justice was being admin- 
istered through underworld characters who traf- 
ficked in Government favors with grafters and boot- 
leggers and the forced resignation of the Attorney- 
General in consequence. We have the Veterans’ 
Bureau scandal in which the administration's ap- 
pointee wasted in an orgy of graft and dissipation a 
sum conservatively quoted at $225,000,000, which was 
voted from taxes for the care and comfort of disabled 
soldiers. 

Finally, we have the head of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, who came near dictating a new revenue law 
favoring the highest income classes, a representative, 
if not the owning head, of one of the richest and most 
profiteering of all the overgrown “infant” indus- 
tries receiving special benefits from the administra- 
tion tariff. By grace of the Fordney-McCumber act, 
which raised the price of aluminum products to the 
people 8 to 10 cents a pound, Secretary Mellon's com- 
pany declared dividends of 40 per cent for 1928 on

a capitalfzation of 110,000, 000, as against 6 per cent 


in 1921, when the capitaltzatfon was jumped from 
$30,000,000. Is it any wonder that Mr. Mellon wants 
relief from high surtaxes, even if it would release 
more dollars for industry to compete with his own? 
We have an administration silent in all its depart- 
ments on the aluminum industry. As one Depart- 
ment of Commerce official confidentially said, “Word 
has been passed around” to avoid the subject of alum- 
inum because of Secretary Mellon. 

We have an administration that has fallen down 
in the biggest field of government action—foreign 
relations; that claims credit from an unofficial con- 
structive achievement, the Dawes plan, for which it 


would assume no responsibility, and that fearg, for 


political reasons, to take the steps necessary to save 
the world from calamity. 

| We have a President complacent toward corrup- 
‘tion, timid in speech and action and reactionary to 
A degree in comparison with which William Howard 
Taft Was progressive. It is without influence in 
| Congress even with the leaders of his own party. 
The money power in Washington is supreme and 
| unchallenged. 

| Yet we see no spirit of crusade. Has war dead- 
ned idealism and paralyzed the fighting spirit? 


| Have the people given up hope? Or, worse, still, are 
| we submerged in a tidal wave of materialism and

GOVERNOR OF WYOMING DIES 
AFTER APPENDICITIS OPERATION 


Arose in Oase of W. 
B. R. Ross, Stricken When 
Address. 


By the Associated Press. . 

CHEYENNE, Wryo., Oct. 2.—Gov. 
William B. Radford Ross of Wy- 
oming, died in Memorial Hospital 
here early today. Gov. Ross, who 
was 61 years old, underwent dn 
operation for appendicitis at the 
hospital here last Wednesday.’ The 
operation was pronounced success- 
ful, but within the last few days 
his condition became serious, with 
the development of complications. 
The executive was stricken soon 
after he had addressed a meeting 
at Laramie, Wyo., Tuesday night. 
Tuesday, Sept. 23. : 

Physicians sad that phlebitis, an 
inflammation of the veins, had set 
in three days ago. Gov. Ross’ wid- 
ow was Miss Nellie Tayloe of Mis- 
souri. Three sons, two of whom 
are students at the Universality of 
Wyoming, also survive. 1 

William B. Ross was the third 
Democratic Governor to be elected 
in Wyoming during its 34 years of 
statehood. His election in 1922 
followed one of the bitterest polit- 
ical campaigns ever waged in this 
State. 

Among his most notable official 
acts were the recommendation of 
submission of a constitutional 
amendment providing for a sever- 
ance tax and the calling of a pe- 
clal seasion of the Legislature to 
provide farm loans and other emer- 
gency legislation. 

The death of Gov. Ross makes 
necessary the election of a Gover- 
nor at the general election next 
month. During the intervening pe- 
riod, under Wyoming law, Secre- 
tary of State Lucas, a Republican, 
is acting Governor. Gov. Ross came 
to Wyoming from Tennessee in 
1901.

George Root Jr. of Seattle was 

cated today to resume his testi- 
mony begun yesterday as 4 prose- 
cution witness in the tria! of Ro- 
land Pothier, formerly a Sergeant 
at Camp Lewis, charged with mur- 
der as a result of the death of 
Maj. Alexander P. Cronkhite. 

Root was a member of the in- 
telligence section of the 213th En- 
gineers to which Maj. Cronkhite, 
Pothier and Capt. Robert Rosen- 
bluth, charged jointly with Pothier 
with the killing of Maj. Cronkhite, 
belonged. 

On the stand yesterday Root tes- 
tified that he believed the pistol of 
the dead Maj. Cronkhite, exam- 
ined immediately after his death 
at Camp Lewis in 1918, contained 
no ¢xploded shells. This testimony 
is a contradiction of the defense 
theory that Maj. Cronkhite com- 
mitted suicide. 

Maj. Cronkhite was shot while

WOMAN PHYSICIAN ALLOWED 
$1875 CLAIM AGAINST ESTATE 


Bill of Dr. Carol Skinner Cole Was 
for Attendance on Mrs. Nannie 


Wright. 

A claim of $1875 against the es- 
tate of Mrs, Nannie Wright, who 
died at her home, §5 Vandeventer 
place, Feb. 10, was allowed to Dr.

MAN BLAMES WOMAN FOR 


FREDERICK, Md., Oct. 2.—Har- 
ry Leatherman, on trial in Circuit

against him in connection with the 
attack upon Miss Dorothy Grandon, 
near Myersville, last July.

Richest Actress, Dead at 76, Owed Much to 
Her Work Here Under Ben de Bar in 
Early Days of Career. 


Not to be separated from the an- 
nals of the St. Louis stage is the 
story of the success of “Lotta.” 
Charlotte Mignon Crabtree, who 
died at the age of 76 at her hotel 
in Boston last week, reputed to be 
worth $4,000,000 and acclaimed by 
player-folk and others the richest 
woman of the American stage.

“The house was packed continu- 
ally. to witness the various comic 
dramas of her repertoire,” he 
wrote. “She was a character of 
rare merit and one ef the few 
who owed their success to what 
they did and not to what they 
are, for her personal attractions 
were not of a kind to arouse en- 
thusiasm. Small and slight in fig- 
ure, reddish hair, and a face which, 
though plain and girlish in its con- 


cheerfulness, was such that tt could 
readily be made up and convérted 
into that of a child or a woman. 
Her chief characters were tomboys. 
hoydens, schoolgirls ang eccentric 
old women, until, through the ad- 
vice of Ben de Bar, who saw the 
latent talent of the girl, several 
plays of a higher order were writ- 
ten te suit her genius.” 

The first of these was a dramati- 
zation of Dickens’ “The Old Curics- 
tty Shop” which the famous old 
comedian, John Brougham, author 
of many plays and burlesques, had 
provided. In it she doubled the 
roles of Little Nell and The March- 
lioness, “in a manner,” wrote Krone, 
“that would have delighted Dickens 
himself. She played to overflowing 
houses and her engagements’ — 
which is hard to believe in the days 
of the moderg St. Louls theater 
“were always for at least two if hot 
three 9 weeks, during which the 
street jn front of the theater was 
often so densely packed that ft was 
Géfficult for the actors to reach the 
stage door.”

PARIS, Oct. 2.-- These years

The War Departmentenroomio 

The War Museum is a dreary 
collection of murderous bric-a- 
brac; hysterical or insincere war 
paintings, all in green and yellow; 
catacombs of newspaper and pam- 
Phlet files. This, too, no longer 
ranks as a first-class sight. But 
all char-a-bancs and conducted 
Parties still begin their regular 
route from the ticket offices in the 
Rue Royale with a visit to the 
grave under the Arc de Triomphe. 

This allows the morning run to 
start with a spin down the incom- 
parable Champs Elysees, and a sol- 
emn preface to the long chapter 
of curiosities to follow, which can 
only heighten their interest. The 
huge, wadded cars draw up to 
the curb of the Place de Etoile, 
the man with the cap and mega- 
Phone invites all to see the superb 
Shrine of a French soldier, and 
they pick their way through the 
heavy curb chains to stare at the 
inscription and the light and peer 
at the names on the wreaths. 

After the Lights Are Out. 

Nevertheless, the arch and the 
grave should be seen at night to 
share in that collective emotion 
which the site, the strangeness of 
their association, the indefinite 
Purpose of their new use, have 
settled round them. Before the 
theaters and restaurants shut it is 
too early. The whole way of the 
Champs Elysees is then burning 
with light and luxury, and the 
neavy outline of the arch is only 
part of an unrivaled processional 
way, a playground for victorious 
Emperor to parade his palm-laden 
troops. — 

But later on, in the small hours. 
the trimmings of light and music 
fall: away from the aventie. The 
uninterrupted sweep of lighted 
taxis up and down thins. The stars 
come into their own. 

Looking up to the great arch, it 
seems set on a hill, to which lead 
the stationary street lamps, a long 
constellation, broken only by the 
rare, smooth passage of automobile 
head lamps, like minor comets. 

The arch grows heavier, gloom- 
ler, as you near it, past the filmy 
lights of a still open restaurant: 
the tangles of fron terrace chairs 
vutside Rigolet's. Fouquet’s and the 
shuttered cafes; the mighty ten- 
storied palaces; the red, mysterious 
curtains of the Travelers’ Club, 
where they are playing high to- 
night; the eyeless walls of poor 
Dufayel's Folly 2 are pulling 
down. 

The arch is bulkier in the dark. 
It glowers in the midst of its double 
ring of crystal. tram lines like a 
thick, upright initial in a ne- 
cromancer’s book. The groups of 
struggling giants in ite piers no 
longer represent victorious heroes 
chanting “The Marseillaise,” hon- 
est groups satisfying to the patriot- 
Ic heart, but, in the baleful side- 
lights that fall on them, inhumans 
fighting with monstrous legend- 
ary birds that are tormenting 
them, * 

The 10 naked and deserted 
gives up the secret of its strange 
shape. It is only a vast, heavy 
gateway, after all, barbarously dec- 
orated; a trap for all the night 
winds that sweep the square; a 
door fo a house that was never 
built, never to be built, as heav- 
ily fantastic as if they had set up 
there a giant window or a wall. 

In its entrance, exactly in the 
middle of the paved passage, 
there is the light that burns night 
and day over the head of the Un- 
known Soldier. .A slab is in- 
scribed in great imposing charac- 
ters, “Here Rests a French Sol- 
dier, Dead for the Fatherland.” 

Everything is official, distant, 
lonely. The wind that shifts from 
every corner of the icy stone lifts 
the tattered end of a ribbon on 
a wreath, the petal of an artificial 
leaf. You read, woven in tricolor 
silk, bald phrases of homage, 
names of delegations who had 
made it a duty the week before 
from the ends of the earth to 
make a little ceremony round this 
dead man. 

The light that the draft scatters 
round and round the rim, like a 
cannon’s mouth, from which it is- 
sues, is blue and yellow and green 
and heatless. It is circled by a 
bronze slab, cut into stiff Roman 
swords, resting on short

One of the features of the deal | 
was that thougb O'Connell was 
purchased in 1921, Manager Mc- 
Graw of the Giants requested that 
he remain in the coast circuit for 
another year, and therefore he was 
not delivered until the spring of 
1922. 

Since then he has been with the 
Glants and has generally been 
known as the “$75,000 bust.” In- 
stead of proving a sensation, he 
has done nothing noteworthy. and | 
for the most part has spent his 
time on the bench, playing only 
when some regular was on the in- 
jured list.

He is back among his 
own people on his ranch in Alberta, 
where they regard him as a nice, 
rather coloriess. young man who 
happens to be a Prince. 

On holidays and at public func- 
tions they line the streets to cheer 
him and the Union Jack.
